He has no hesitation in saying that 
the insect, whatever it is, is not the phyl­ 
loxera. We should greatly dislike to be 
compelled to admit that this dreaded pest 
has at last made its appearance in Los An­ 
geles county. 


A ngora Goats.—From a Virginia ex­ 
change we learn that the Legislature of that 
State recently granted a charter for the incor­ 
poration of a company to be known as the 
Virginia Angora Company.

The Bank Commissioners have gone to 
examine the affairs of ten banks, most of 
which are located in remote portions of the 
State, before they will be able to complete 
their semi-annual report to Governor Per­ 
kins, which is submitted on the 1st of 
January aud July of each year. 
To-morrow the Commissioners appointed 
on behalf of the United States Government 
to negotiate a new treaty with the Chinese 
Empire will sail for the Orient on the 
steamship Oceanic. The party will 'leave 
the vessel at Yokohama and go thence to 
Shanghai on one of the ships of the United 
States navy cruising iu Japanese waters. 
The announcement in the papers that 
the entire staff' of the License Collector’s 
office will he discharged on the 30;h inst.

THE WHEAT QUESTION. 


A meeting of the Prodnce Exchange was 


h e ld in San Francisco last w e e k , in-wkieh the 
matter of the decline of prices of C alifornia 
wheat in the European markets was discussed 
l>y several meiubcrs. 
liie causes assigned for 


M ich decline by all present was the same as 
we have on several occasions stated them to 
be, viz. : The carelessness of farmers in 
selecting and cleaning their seed, the sloveuly 
manner ia which the thrashing and cleaning 
is done, and the practice of mixing wheat * f 
different grades promiscuously in the same lot 
fur Ealo. 
It was stated as a fact at this meet, 
ing that when California wheat was first 
introduced into the European market?, it w as 
more sought for, and commanded better prices 
than any other wheat produced in the world. 
That two shillings per quarter, or twenty 
cents per cental was then the customary 
premium comm-nded by California wheat 
over wheat f: om other countries, 1 *ut thaw uuw, 
in consequence of the unsatisfactory condition 
of the California wheat, which has been 
growing worse and worse for a number of 
years past, we are compelled to accept two 
shillings has per quarter, or twenty cents less 
per cental, than good wheat from other coun­ 
tries commanded. This depreciation was of 
course a loss to the farmers, and that loss was 
not less than $3,000,CC0 per annum on the 
average. This is a subject which this journal 
was the first in the State to call attention to, 
and which we have endeavored to keep before 
the farmers as a class most interested. Yv hile 
we advocate a system of farming in which 
wheat 
culture shall hold a less conspicuou 
place than it has, and does now, in Cali­ 
fornia, yet 
we 
hold 
while 
it 
is 
the 
first 
agricultural product of 
the 
State 
it should be kept up to the very highest pos­ 
sible standard. California produces a white 
and dry wheat, which is, and always will be, 
in special demand for mixing with the red 
damp wheats of 
England, the Atlantic 
States, and parts of Russia, but California 
farmers are being taught a lesson in the com­ 
parative reduction of prices, which it i.s de­ 
cidedly to their interest to remember and act 
upon in the future. Three million dollars a 
year to the wheat farmers of our State is no 
tiidiug consideration, and it must be remera- 
b.-red that this is by no means the limit of 
the loss that will soon follow if steps to check 
the depreciation be not taken at once. 
\\ e 
appeal to the wheat farmers, nut as a class, 
but as individuals, to apply the remedy, and 
not only check- the further depreciation of 
California wheat, but to regain what has 
been lost.

We would like to believe tnat 
all farmers, and particularly all fruit-growers, 
were honest—strictly honest; not that one 
was as honest as the average ; nor that one 
could justify a practice such as we have 
named, by quoting the same practice on all 
the others. 
When a wheat farmer sells a 
crop of wheat by sample it is expected he 
will show a fair sample of the body of the 
crop, and should he not do so the law will 
hold him for damages, or void the conliactof 
sale. Now, the only difference between this 
transaction and the selling of a pound box of 
fruit—strawberries, if you please—by placing 
! the largest and best berries on the top, as a 
fair sample of the whole box, is in the size 
of the transaction. The principle is the same 
and the practice i just as indefensible, either 
by moral or statute law. W ith this qualifi- 
! cation we hold to our suggestion—make the 
fruit look attractive and inviting.

A GRASS FOR THE LOW LAhDS 


Wherever alfalfa can be raised in this State 
successfully it is without doubt as good and 
profitable a forage plant as has been found. 
I t will produce as much to the acre and of as 
valuable a quality as any other plant. The 
introduction of alfalfa has been of great ben­ 
efit to the Slate, but it has its enemies and 
irs drawbacks. The gopher and the ground 
squirrel are very fond of its large roots, and 
wherever they abound it is very difficult to 
keep alfalfa thick enough on the ground to 
produce full crops inore than three or four 
years from seeding. The beet practice on 
such lands is to sow oats or barley each year, 
and thus seed the places on which the alfalfa 
has been destroyed and help out the crop of 
hay. On most of our large river bottoms the 
annual overflows are au effectual remedy 
against the gophers and squirrels, so that 
on these lauds alfalfa does not suffer from 
this cause. But the water is about as de­ 
structive to alfalfa as it is to gophers, and, 
except on the highest river bottoms, it is be­ 
coming a serious question whether alfalfa can 
be made a safe and profitable orop. The 
very high water that has been experienced on 
the river bottoms for the past few years has 
pretty effectually discouraged the farmers 
with respect to this clover, and they are cast, 
iug about for gome other crass as a substi­ 
tute. For the low, tu'e bottoms we would 
suggest experiments with Bermuda gra-s. 
This grass will certainly iive under wafer, 
and in the Southern States it is becoming to 
be recognized as a valuable forage and hay­ 
making plant. The rey grasses—both the 
Italian and the Australian—will stand over­ 
flows much better than alfalfa, and on 
good damp soil 
will produce a« many 
and 
as 
heavy 
crops 
as 
the 
clover. 
Both produce good pasture grasses and good 
hay, and we think may become good substi­ 
tutes for alfalfa on all lands that are a little 
too low for the latter. We have sown the 
seed of these grasses with the clover teed, 
and have found the mixture a good cue, both 
for forage and hay production. The hay was 
of a better quality than clover alone, and the 
product was greater. The tendency of the 
rey grass Í3 to make the cl ver finer, and 
mixed in with the latter, added materially to 
the grass product. We also found that an 
overflow that effectually destroyed the cliver 
left a pretty good stand of the rey grass still 
alive. The rey grass, however, is not like 
Bermuda grass—water-proof. 
It will not, 
like the latter, grow and send its leaves up to 
the surface for breath. Experiments with it 


L TE F OT ATOES. 


This promises to be a good year for plant­ 
ing and raising late potatoes on the river 
bottoms. On these lands this year potatoes 
may be planted and make good crojm as late 
as the middle of July. Seed is cheap and 
plentiful, and when this is the case the crop 
is very likely to be scarce and the price high. 
Everybody presumes that everybody else 
will plant potatoes ; the consequence is that 
but few are planted and few raised. This is 
the almost universal experience. 
As a rule, 
when seed potatoes are three cents a pound the 
crop is so full that it cannot lie sold for one 
cent, and when the seed cau be had at one 
cent a pound the crop brings three. 
Hence 
we say this promi-es to be a good season to 
plant late potatoes. 
Ceitsin it is that the 
early crop » ill be short; uni s* a gc id acre­ 
age of late land is planted the late crop will 
be light also, and iirioos run high next fall 
aud winter. 
On good laud late potatoes can 
be made a paying crop at one-half cent a 
pound. 
Here then is something that is 
promising this year for the lands yet under 
water. N i other kind but the early nee 
s h o u ld be planted so late as th» tim# nrmed 
ai.ove, as none other will be likely to mature 
after that date.

' e Í • ;t season has fairly commenced. 
From stjawbciries we have red raspberries, 
blackberries, cherries and apricots, and pears, 
peaches, plums aud apples will soou be in the 
markets. Those who produce aud sell fruit 
for a living will therefore pardon us if we at 
this title make a single suggestion. That 
suggestion -h ill l>e in their iuterest, for wo 
Would n i t_ka a dime from tho year's re­ 
ceipts of a painstaking, haul working or- 
chardi-t. 
We want to suggest the idea that, 
fruit sells much more readily when well 
sorted an<l invitingly packed, so that when 
the b x is opened the whole appearance is 
inviting. This is the exjierience of every­ 
body—buyers as well as sellers. 
We would 
make no exception to this general i ule, but 
we would add a qualification—that tho fruit 
should be even and uniform from the top to 
the bottom of the box. 
Whoever buys a box 
of fruit of any kind, strawberries, raspberries, 
blackberries, cherries, and so through the list 
to apples, and upon using them finds that the 
largest and best have been carefully sorted 
out and place! upon the ton, while the infe­ 
rior, irregular and small specimens have been 
as carefully placed at the bottom, feels a dis­ 
appointment bordering on disgust. Now this 
is not what wc tue-nn at all when wo would 
suggest, “ well sorted and invitingly packed.” 
This kind of sorting and packing may sell one 
box of a particular brand of fruit, but it will not 
sell the second to the same purchaser. We 
Leileve that the old rule that “ hoceety is the

No matter how small the owning for ventila­ 
tion, if od.rs e*ca|ie, air supplies its place 
{f-r nature abhors a vacuum), and the imper­ 
vious coating of cream is quickly formed. By 
the submerged system the butter globules 
neither adhere nor oxidize, and the gases, if 
any arise, meet with no obstruction, as the 
same microscopic examination proves, and are 
condensed and carried off in the surrounding 
water. So long as the milk is warmer than its 
surroundings, its tendency is to throw off va­ 
por- ; when colder, to absorb ; hence the ne­ 
cessity of exclusion for perfect result*. The 
theory of raiaiug cream by currents in the 
milk is a fallacy. Kecent critical observations 
have established the fact that the butter 
globules rise because their specific gravity 
is less than that of the other component parts 
of milk ; that they ascend in direct perpen­ 
dicular lines, the milk descending in the same 
way, and that whatever current there ia in 
milk, is the consequence, but not the cause of 
their rising.—[Win, Cooley, before the Now 
York Dairyman's Association. 


F ibhino.—T he advent of Juue found 
the tveuting season juat a t its commence­ 
ment, while in previous years it would 
have been fully half spent. 
Tho delay 
from late high water has only intensified 
the feel among anglers, many of whom are 
preparing lor a longer stay a t tho streams 
they frequent than has been usual. 
From 
all points where fishing has been done re­ 
ports invariably come th at trout arc abund­ 
ant, but are exceptionally shy. 
Ib is was 
t-i bo expected, there being plenty of nat­ 
ural food in the streams, and the fish, being 
glutted, require the most tem pting lures to 
excite them. 
The accessible area for an­ 
glers this season promises in the Coast 
llange to be more extensive than ever be­ 
fore." 
Parties report good trout-fishing 
from tw enty miles south of Monterey 
north along the Guallala river, while the 
streams discharging into the bay of San 
Francisco are also reported as beiog well 
stocked with trout. 
Good catches are re­ 
ported on Sulphur creek, near Clovcrdalr, 
and Mark W est crec-k, iu Russian River 
valley; also at Russian gulch and other 
streams north 
of 
Duncan's 
Mills, on 
tho coast. 
Paper Mill and 
Laguiutus 
creeks, 
in 
Marin 
county, 
are 
said 
to be well fished out, they having been 
overrun with anglers since the opening of 
the season. 
In the main creeks aud tribu­ 
taries of Sonoma, north of McPherson Hills 
Vineyard, there is saiil to bo good fishing. 
South of this city, on the coast side, are 
the following creeks : 
Pilarcetos, near 
Spaflishtown, and four miles further south 
the Purisuma, the latter stream upholding 
its ancient trout reputation as one of the 
best in the State. 
The I.obelas and Torni- 
bas creeks are very small streams and 
easily exhausted : the San Gregorio, where 
fishing is still affected by discolored w ater; 
the Pescadero and Bulaeeo creeks, near the 
town of Pescadero. 
Both of these streams 
afford fine fishing, v«;ry large fish being 
often taken in the lower portion of tho 
latter, which is frequented by salmon trout 
grilse at various times in season fresh run 
from the sea. 
South of Pescadero are the 
following creeks in the order named, all 
enjoy ing a good reputation : Gazos, about 
eight miles, W addell’s, about fifteen, aud 
Scott creek and tributaries, more easily 
reached from Santa Cruz.

Santa 
Cruz 
are 
the 
San 
Lorenzo 
river 
and 
its 
tributanes, 
and 
south 
tho 
various 
streams 
emptying 
into 
the 
ocean for a distance of twenty-five miles 
south of Monterey. 
In the northern por­ 
tions of the State the streams, and es­ 
pecially those snow fed, are still very high, 
hut ihe hot weather will soon reduce them 
to their usual summer stage of water. The 
McCloud river will be visited by a great 
many anglers this season, the majority of 
whom will go in July. 
P it river and its 
tributaries, lying east of the McCloud, is 
reported as affording unusually great in­ 
ducements to an !crs, the streams being 
more easily 
accessible, 
with 
less hot 
weather. Tue North Fork at Big Meadows, 
in Lassen county, and the other head 
waters of the Feather river, are all good 
trouting streams, but not so easily accessi­ 
ble as s me other*. 
Along the line of rail­ 
road at Cisco, in the South Fork of the 
Yuba, the Eastern trout planted there by 
the Fish Commission have increase! so 
th at good catches can he made.

is h Iso true of the tributary at Soda 
Springs, twelve miles from Summit Station, 
while fifteen miles south of th at place the 
head waters of the South Fork of the 
American river is reached. 
Stdl further 
west on the line of ra:l arc Independence 
aud W eber lakes, both good trouting re­ 
sorts, ami also the Truckea river, east of 
Reno.—[The Olympian.

THE EMPTY SHOES. 


HOW FISH FIND THIIR CW! E1V2RS. 


The long-held and only recently rejected 
theory, that the shoals of tiitifci moved in 
a vast mass along the coast, sending ofi 
detachments into each river as they passed 
its mouth, is to lie attributed to John 
Gilpin and some ether authors, who have 
w ritten flowingly on the subject. 
The re­ 
cent careful investigations 01 naturalista 
indicate th at the auadromaus fishes, those 
entering the rivers and bodies of fiesh 
water from the sea, do not have an ex­ 
tended range in the ocean, and that each 
river’s oolony remains, after returning, iu 
the deep waters opposite their river. 
The mutive for the movement of the»e 
shoals of anadromous fishes, or rather how 
it is iucitud, has scarcely been explained. 
The life of the fishes has alvays be' 
a 
mystery. 
It is not a séaroh for food, as 
they do not eat while in fresh water ; the 
opening of hundreds of stomachs will fail 
to find food present. 
It is an ea.y disposal 
of the question as to how each colony 
recognizes its native river to say th at “ it 
is instinctive.” 
So it is, also, when the 
butcher’s horse recognizes the familiar 
g ates; but we have some evidence as to 
what senses he unes. The fishes, probably, 
prompted by functional disturbance, from 
the tumid ovaries and spermaricg, are in­ 
cited to movement. 
The courses of the 
sea, unmarked as they are, are, within each 
colony’s limit, their habitual pathways. 
An unerring capacity in the fish for finding 
its own river may bo no more than that 
which guides tho I ermit-orab to the shell 
of the mítica. 
Tho latter goes to hide its 
sensitive body, with an apparent nervous 
trepidation at its unprotected condition. 
The former, with an uneasiuoes of body 
from the functional changes It is undergo­ 
ing, is impelled to activity. 
The trans­ 
m uted habit of ascending the stream is, as 
it were, blended and alloyed with the sub­ 
stance of the nerves, and aroused by it* 
condition, carries it, without conscious 
purpose, into the river of its progenitors 
anil its own. 
The impulses of the fish are 
only in a slightly more complicated Eerie* 
thau those of the crab. 
T hat it should be 
tho instinct for a specific stream, estab­ 
lished through inheritance of many genera­ 
tions, is easier to understand than th at it 
is a sort of memory of the place of its im­ 
mature life, as the theory of fish-culture 
makes it, and as observation seems to sus­ 
tain. 
In the waters of the Delaware, 
where thero were no salmon originally, the 
young salmon placed in Bnshkill creek re­ 
turned after live years, and were taken, 
not only in *1110 Delaware river, but the 
larger number in the neighborhood of 
Bushkill creek. 
It is not essential th at all 
the fishes shou d have this impelling ir.flu- 
eure, whatever it may be, as like gregari­ 
ous mammals and birds they flock together, 
following the leadership of whichever for 
the time ta k isit. 
’ih e idea is suggested 
that the senses may ho tho guiding agent, 
that a fish goes nosing along the coast, or 
tasting the streams, until it recognizes it* 
own. 
The convexity of the cornea must 
afford the fishes a very limited range of 
vision. 
Tho supposed dullness of the 
siDso of smell and of taste in fishes might 
alone dispose of the suggestion th at these 
are employed. 
The following occurrence, 
however, would seem to deciae to the oon- 
trary. 
'J’ha Russian river, emptying into 
tho l’acifio, north of San Fruncisoo, had 
its mouth entirely closed by the waves 
during a stopn. 
The colony of salmon 
made their yearly migration from the deep 
waters toward the mouth of the river, and 
many of them raced through the surf, and 
landed high aud dry on the sand that 
walled them out from their native river. 
The migration of the salmon into some 
of the Pacific rivers is a frenzied advance 
over shoals, rapids and cascades, far into 
thin streams and brooks, where they ar­ 
rive battered aud weary, to accomplish 
their exhaustive reproductive labors, and 
drop back, the sport of the current, dead 
and dying, toward the sea.—[James W. 
Milner, in H arper’s Magazine.

AH INTERESTING CELESTIAL PROVINCE 


We have several times referred to tho 
valuable work as explorers done by the 
agents of the China luían! mission. 
One 
ot these, G. F. Easton, lias recently beeu 
journeying to the remote province of Kan- 
Suh, on the northwest border of China, a 
region most of which lías hitherto beeu un­ 
explored. 
Mr. Easton’s headquarters are 
at the city of Tsin-Chan, aud from that 
place he writes in April and Ju ly last, giv­ 
ing some account of what he saw' during 
his travels. Away near the western border 
of the province is the new city of Tao- 
Ghan, ou the approach to which things 
begin to put 
on 
an 
asp et different 
from that 
presented in 
Giiina 
proper. 
The house* have flat roofs and many of 
thorn an upper story. The women are very 
coarse, though healthy ; stalw art, w ith re! 
faces and large feet, wearing a ooarse gar- 
meut coming a litile way below the knees. 
The hair is parted in the center a little 
way and theu divided into two partings 
over the side of the head like the letter Y, 
the hair hanging loosely over the ears like 
that of many European women, th at of thu 
girls often hanging over tiie eyes as weil. 
The w omen seem to do most of the work. 
Of all the desoíate an ! ruined cities that 
Mr. Easton has seen in China, nono equal, 
ho says, Tao-Chan, a new city. Inside the 
walls, containing an -immense inolosure, 
there is nothing but an immense hoap ot 
ruin3 on every hand ; not a street iu 
the city. 
The 
city 
was 
built within 
the last tw enty years, and it ¡3 said 
to 
have 
had 
a 
large 
population 
of “ Fan-tsz,” but it was destroyed by the 
Mohammedans some sixteen or seveuteen 
years ago. 
These “ Fan-tsa,” as the bur­ 
der tribes are called, give the Chinese 
authorities much trouble. 
They are al­ 
lowed to appoint one of their own number 
to act us their immediate Governor, an ! in 
the cilv of Tao-Chan the sub-prefect is 
called the prefect of the “ Fan-tsz." Later 
on Mr. Easton came into close contact 
w ith thtse Fans, and found then^ exceed­ 
ing hospitable ; they reminded Mr. Easton 
ot the Welsh, and cannot enjoy their food 
without milk. 
Mr. Easton’s last journey 
was to Si-ning-Fur and other cities. 
This 
lies beyond Shun-hwa-Ting, on the hanks 
of th i Yellow river. 
A fter remaining 
ten 
days 
at 
Si-ning-Fur, Mr. 
Easton 
returned 
by 
way of 
Men-peh, Lau- 
Chan, 
Tin-tao-Chan, 
and 
Kong- 
Chaug-Fur. 
Some 
of 
these 
cities 
and others referred to by Mr. Easton 
do not occur oh any European map— 
English, Frenob, Russian, o* German ; but 
they are placed in the Chinese maps pub­ 
lished in book form in Wu-Chnng. 
In tl.e 
neighborhood of the Yellow river Mr. 
Easton found himself among tho Sah la. 
In appearance and habits they differ little 
from the Chinese, hut they have a distinct 
language of their own which bears no 
affinity to the Chinese. 
They are entirely 
Mohammedan. 
He also met with a few 
Tu-reu, called the Tu-li tribe by Euro­ 
peans ; they, too, are entirely Moham­ 
medan ; their language is a distinct one, 
but there is often a strong resemblance 
between it and Sah-ln, or between it and 
Chinese. 
A t Si-ning Mr. Easton met 
Count Szechenzi, the Hungarian noble­ 
man, 
who 
was 
determined 
to 
force 
his 
way into Thibet on the track of 
Col. Prejewalsky, who was compelled to 
turn asido and proceed to Burmah, and 
who is now at Calcutta. 
W ith the Count 
were two men of scuinco as his assistants. 
Mr. Easton states that Cameron, the Afri­ 
can traveller, was also expected on an ex­ 
ploring journey. 
The altitude of Si-ning- 
Fur is S.000 feet, and of Tsling-hal (Iioko 
Nor) 10,500 feet. 
Five Germans arrived 
in I.un Chan to commence woolen and 
cloth works, but the enterprise seems to 
have been a failure, one of them having 
committed suicide. 
The wool is bad and 
it is difficult to get machinery up. 
Thera 
is a Roman Catholic bishop at Lan-Chan 
who has been there for fourteen years. 
There are other priests about tho districf, 
who all wear the Chinese dress and form a 
society by themselves.—[London Times.

Unfortunately, however, for all of 
us, the artist in M. Dumas had a kind of 
maniac brother, who was determined to be 
a moralist aud a professor, and, being over 
so much the stronger, succeeded in bend­ 
ing the other to his uses and forming him 
after his own likeness. 
The consequence 
is that his pieces are most of them sermons 
in action.—{The Athens?um. 


No doubt it is unpleasant to be ex- i 
cessively obese; but the morbid dread of j 
fat which has in recent years become fash- j 
ionable, has, according to the London j 
Lancet, no foundation iu physiological fact. 
Fat answers two purposes ; it acts as a 
non-conducting envelope for the body, and 
protects it from too rapid loss of heat, and 
it serves as a store of fuel. 
In tna course 
of exhausting diseases it not iiufreqaently 
happeus th at the life of a patient may be 
prolonged r.ntil the reserve of fat is ex­ 
hausted, and then he dies of inanition. 
Fats supply the material of the heating 
process, on which vitality mainly depends. 
In great excess it is inoonvenient ; but the 
external layings ou of fat is no certain 
measure of the internal development of 
adipose tissue; much less does a ten­ 
dency to grow fat imply or even euggest a 
tendency to w hat is known as “ fatty de­ 
generation.” 
It is time to speak ont on 
this point, as the most 
absurd notions 
seem to prevail. 
Again, it is not tree that 
special forni3 of food determine fat. 
T nat 
is an old and exploded notion. 
Some or­ 
ganisms will make fat, let them bo fed on 
the leanest and scantiest and least saccha­ 
rine descriptions of food, while others will 
not be fattened, let them feed with the 
most “ fattening” of diet*. 
The m atter is 
one in regard to which it is supremely de­ 
sirable and politic to be natural, adapting 
the food taken to the requirements of 
health rather than 
substance. 
Simple 
food, sufficient exercise aud regular habits, 
with mederation in tho use of stimulants, 
compose the maximum of a safe and 
healthy way of life. 


S u p e r n u m e r a r y 
R a in b o w s .—W hen a 
rainbow is very brilliant secondary or sup­ 
plemental rainbows are often seen near the 
center of tho arch. 
Observers have gen­ 
erally supposed th at the reduplicatiou is 
never visible near the ends of the arch ; 
but Montigny, according to reoent publica­ 
tion of the Academy of Belgium, saw on 
August last two ordinary bows with four 
supernumerary arches, reaohing near the 
ground. 
In this case these were evidently 
two distinct layers of rain clouds, and the 
supplementary bows seemed to be formad 
iu the lower layer. 


N e w Y o r k , June 10, 1880.

old age—luxuries grown to b e necessities 
to him. 
His friends proved truly such 
when adversity bad Svt in. 
They were 
willing and anxious to assist him, but he 
was of an independent spirit, aud felt very 
keenly the lack of means of his own. 
II 
might have had means in abundance had 
he uot been the over-good-natured, care­ 
less, open-hearted, open-handed man hr: 
was. 
In other words, John Brougham 
would have been veiy comfortable finan­ 
cially in h:s last days had he not been 
John Brougham. 
He was accustomed lat­ 
terly to speak of his ill luck. 


HR H AD IL L LUCK ; 
But, as it is with most persons who conut 
themselves unlucky, his ill luck was in his 
temperament, not in his circumstances. 
He had no idea of business ; he had little 
knowledge of men ; he was w ithout prac­ 
ticality ; ho learned almost nothing by ex­ 
perience ; he lacked in brief what is known 
as judgment, the general source of success. 
He never tried to save anything until he 
was about sixty, after his health had 
failed. 
For some years he was careful and 
thrifty, getting together some $20,000, 
which he deposited with Duncan, Sherman 
A Co., who failed disastrously in 1875, 
paying their creditors little or nothing. 
Ti at was ill luck ; for the banking firm 
had stood very well at home and abroad, 
and its downfall was a great surprise iu 
financial 
circles. 
But in other cases 
Brougham lost or failed to get bis money 
from want of energy, will or insight. 


A TR U E MAN OF HONOR. 
If the comedian lacked judgment, he 
did not lack goodness of heart. 
He never 
w ittingly wronged anybody, I am sure. 
I remember hearing a story about him, 
soon after he had come to this country, a 
story th at is true and does honor to his na­ 
ture. 
He was strikingly handsome then, 
and was a favorite at the old Park Theater, 
particularly with women, not- a few of 
whom were sentimentally silly about him, 
as they have been, and will he about so 
many actors. 
He used to get notes, flow­ 
ers aud mementos to which he paid no a t­ 
tention. 
From one young woman, who 
signed to r real name, and whom I will call 
Clara, he received note after note, and as 
he took no notice of th se missives, they 
grew more and more tender and imprudent. 
She finally urged him to grant her an in­ 
terview, aud poured forth her feelings in 
so romantic and affectionate a manner that 
he )ielded a t last to see her, naming a 
time and place. 
She came punctually — she was very 
love-lorn—and ¡.roved to be a girl of six­ 
teen or eighteen, very pretty, well-edu­ 
cated, in a seminnry-seuse, aud of good 
family. Brougham was very much pleased 
with her, and surprised at her rashness ; 
but he was resolved to play the part of an 
honorable man. He asked her to sit down ; 
he had something to tell her which she 
needed to hear, aud he beam, addressing 
ing her very paternally as “ my child.” 
W ith entire geutleuess, delicacy and pro­ 
found sympathy, he informed her of her 
extreme imprudence, of the danger to 
which she was exposing herself, or would 
be in the case 
of most men. 
“ You 
are 
perfectly innocent, 1 am sure," he 
added, “ innocence alone would have such 
tem erity, an ! you shall remain innoceut, 
so far as I am oonccrned.” 
He talked 
to her as if he had been her father; showed 
her h o w reckless she had been, and be­ 
sought her never to repeat her perilous ex­ 
periment ; 
“ for,” he said, “ all men are 
not John Broughams.” 


TH E CURL WAS MOVED TO TEARS. 
She saw for the first time hor monstrous 
imprudence ; she was terrified at her own 
image ; eho thanked him from the bottom of 
her heart, and kissing his hand took her 
departure. 
His kindness and candor had 
cured her ; she had no such girlish follies 
after that. 
She was always grateful to the 
comedian, and when she was married, 
some years after, Brougham was invited to 
tho wedding. 
But he did not go. 
He had 
been strongly attached to her, aud said, 
“ The only thing for men to do when they 
are fond of a woman aud can not or do not 
want to m arry her, is to resolutely stay 
away from hor. 
Absence eaves tem pta­ 
tion.” 
He remembered that little episode 
with sincere satisfaction, for he admitted 
that his turning preacher was on that mem­ 
orable occasion uot prompted by nature ; 
he had had much to overcome ; his gen- 
croaily was born of the spirit of self-sacri­ 
fice.

s BO OTH T E S T IM O N IA L . 
The arrangements for the farewell break­ 
fast to Edwin Booth next Tuesday at Del- 
monicos have been ooir.pleted. 
About one 
hundred prominent clergymen, lawyer?, 
physicians, authors, artists, journalists aud j 
public men will be at the table to welcome 
the tragedian, to wish him success and bid 
him good-bye. 
He is to make a speech, of 
course, and small as the m atter is, it lias 
taxed aud troubled him 
nut a littlo. 
He has tried hard to ha excused, hut 
the oommittee 
have insisted 
th at 
he 
must comply with the time-honored custom, 
and he has consented. It must seem strange 
that a great actor who is now 46, and who 
has beeu on the Btage since he was a mere 
lad, should regard tho offering of a few 
remarks on such an occasion as so very 
formidable. 
But he does, and he recently 
said, “ I know I shall be frightened to 
death.” 
He bas never known what is 
called stage-fright, but to perform a part 
behind the foot-lights, speaking the lines of 
an author, and appearing in one's own 
eharaoter before personal friends and ac­ 
quaintances is quite a different thing. 
Edwin Booth has never had any experience 
of the latter kind. 
He has never attended 
a public dinner or participated in any social 
celebratiou, frequently as ho has beeu 
urged, 
lie has a dread of such things, for 
he is as shy as a school girl in any mixed 
company. 
U ntil within a year or so he has 
not gone into general society at all on a c ' 
count of his extreme ditiidence, which he 
has latterly been laboring to overcome, and 
in which he has in somq degree succeeded. 
No doubt his speech will be very good and 
appropriate, but its delivery will oott him 
dear. 
It will be a trium ph of "will, the 
result of a strong battle against indispo­ 
sition.

A year or two ago tho New York Tm.Lt-' 
started the question, Are not American 
women losing their thinness ? and ex­ 
pressed the belief that they were losing it 
steadily and . perceptibly.

shows that it is so, c-picially in large 
cities, where there is more ease and ma­ 
terial comfort, more freedom from anxiety 
aud petty care*, thau there can bo in the 
country. 
Our women do not look as they 
nsed to 25 or even 15 years since. 
Their 
proportions have visibly inoreasad, a* most 
anyone may see who will use his eyes. 
New York will serve aa an example. 
For­ 
merly a real stout woman thero wan pretty 
apt to he a foreigner. 
Now, stout ra ti vs 
womeu aro very common, well-nigh too 
common to be agreeable. 
Aud round 
plump women of Anglo Saxon blood and 
origin are conspicuously plenty. 
They are 
numerous on the promenade, at places of 
amusement, at 
private ontertammi-nts. 
Fullness 
of contour 
is 
no 
longer 
the 
dividing 
line 
between 
other 
nationalities and 
our 
own. 
W e 
are getting 
more 
aud 
more 
like the 
rest of the civilized world. 
The 
pallid 
complexions, 
narrow 
chests, 
flat boBOins 
and angular figures of which we were woat 
to hear *o much, are now hardly percepti­ 
ble. 
They diminish every year, proving 
that tho general health of the country is 
far better than it has been, aud that we 
more clearly understand N ature and N a­ 
ture’s laws. 
The present danger la th a t 
women may acquire more adipose m atter 
thau may bo attractive. 
Tho tendency is 
obviously in that direction. 
It may not be 
a great while before they shall compete in 
corpulency with their English, French and 
German sisters, not to name those of other 
lands. 
It appe3r3 to bo tho rule that 
women, in and after middle life, grow stout 
when they are comfortably circumstanced 
and mentally at rest ; and there is no man­ 
ifest reason why Americans should be an 
exception. 
W e hope they will stop short 
oi European redundance (any degree of 
thiuncBS is preferable to 
obesity), bnt 
whether they do or uot, the mcagerness of 
the daughters of the Republic is unques­ 
tionably a tiling of the past. 


D o n ’t 
P o u n d 
Y 'o u r S t e a k . — An ex­ 
change has the following : We hear a great 
deal about that “ abomination called frh d 
steak.” I will tell you how to make tough 
steak tender, and how to fry it so that it 
will be juicy. Do not pound it with either 
a rolling pin or a potato-manlier, or even 
with that jagged piece of metal or crockery 
ware which house-furnishing d alers will 
try and deludo you iu buying. 
If you 
pound it you will only batter its fibers 
and let out all its juices. 
Pour into 
the bottom of a dish three tablespoonfuls 
each of vinegar and salad oil, sprinkle on 
them half a talt spoonful of pepper and a 
tablespoonful of chopped parsley, if you 
have it. 
Do not use any salt. 
Tne action 
of the oil and vinegar will be to soften and 
disintegrate the tough fibers of the meat 
without drawing out its juices. 
Tho salt 
would do that most effectually, and barden 
the fiber besides. You may add a teaspoon­ 
ful of chopped onion, if you liko its flavor. 
Lay tho steak on the oil and vinegar for 
three or four hours, turning it over every 
half hour, and then saute or half fry it 
quickly. 
Season it with salt after it is 
cooke-d, and serve it with a very little 
fresh buttor, or w ith the gravy from the 
frying-pan. If you follow these directions, 
and do not try to improve upon them, yon 
cau have tender steaks hereafter at will. 


Is Smoktno In ju rio u s? —The excessive 
indulgence in any apiietite i* injurious, 
but it has long been a question whether 
the moderate use of tobacco in any of the 
customary forms is attended with any dele­ 
terious effects. 
Here is an ittm on tLia 
head that can be taken for what it is 
worth : A t Yale College each class is 
graded in divisions according to scholar­ 
ship, the best scholars being in the first, 
and so on down to the fourth, where they 
are rated “ not too good,” “ yet good 
enough ” to keep iu the ranks. 
In the 
junior claBs it was found that only 10 out 
of 40 in the first division were addicted to 
sm oking; 18 out of 37 in the second ; 20 
out of 27 in the third, aud 22 out of 26 in 
the fourth. 
The proportion of smokers, it 
will be observed, increases in regular ratio 
with the falling off in scholarship.

About a mouth ago, foreseeing the ne­ 
cessity of shaking off the dust of the dear 
old Comstuok, I tossed up a four-bit piece 
as to whether 1 should go to Tombstone, 
Arizona, or to Candelaria, Columbus dis­ 
trict. It came “ heads” for the new Ne­ 
vada district, and in twenty-four hours 
afterward one of your old Sacramento 
printers named Hunter and your obedient 
servant started for Candelaria. Of course 
1 know nothing whatever of those rich 
districts in Atizuua that are attracting so 
much attention and capita! from Ban 
Francisco and the East, and therefore I 
will hazard no statement or conjecture as 
to whether the rich Tombstone finds will 
prove a second Comstock or not. l’er- 
mitting the Tombstone district to rate as a 
second Comstock, however, I claim right 
here to christen the Columbus district 
Comstock No. 3. I also wish to say that 
while I believed many of the published 
desorip’ions of this camp to have been ex­ 
aggeration.'', and so pronounced them in 
Virginia, I looked for something pretty 
good nevertheless. One of my incentives 
for wishing to come hero w as the build­ 
ing of a railroad by 1). 0. Milis from a 
point on the Virginia and Tiuckee Rail­ 
road to this district, some 140 miles or 
more. My impression is, from what I 
know of L>. O. Mills, that he is the most 
careful capitalist upon the Pacific coast, 
and would not build a railroad through a 
sage-brush country uni.ss there was a big 
find at one cud of it. 
1 think tiiis is 
good reasoning for an average Comstocker. 
I suppose you are aware that there aie 
over two hundred men working on this 
new road, and that rails and ties, etc., will 
Boon ariive. 
BUT TO THE MINES. 
I have visited all of them since my ar­ 
rival here, aud from what I can see, and 
from what I can imagine by what is al­ 
ready in sight, I am of the opinion that 
this will prove to be as great a discovery 
as the Comstock has ever been in its best 
days. The mining belt proper of this dis­ 
trict is from five miles long to nearly one 
mile wide, aud is spangled with true veins 
of ore. In many respects it is the most 
promising lode I have ever seen ; and w hen 
you consider that I never lost a day on the 
Comstock for nine years, and never was 
out of Virginia hut once for thirteen years, 
you may concede, aB I claim, that 1 know 
something about what I am talking about. 
It is quite dry here, and wood is some dis­ 
tance off; it costs no more than it did in 
Virginia before the building of the Vir­ 
ginia and Truckee road, though, while a 
cord of it will outlast two of that front the 
Sierras. Upon the completion of Mr. 
Mills’ railroad expenses for wood! and tim­ 
ber, and all kinds of machinery and im­ 
plements of mining, will be greatly re­ 
duced. There arc several old Comstockers 
here who descant upon the absence of 
water ; yet suiface water can be had any­ 
where under twenty' feet insufficient quan­ 
tities for mill supplies. 
AMONG THE ATINES 
That at present attract great attention ¡3 
the Mount Diablo mine, which has a shaft 
270 feet in depth, aud shows nearly 1,100 
tons of ricli ore in drifts, with a bottom in 
solid ore and a widening vein. The ore 
from this mine averages about $30 to the 
ton, although I have seen some samples 
that want up into the thousauds. In fact, 
the new shaft at a depth of 143 feet cut 
through a vein of ore nine feet wide giving 
an average of $375 per ton, a ton of picked 
going as high as jl.fioO. The Northern 
Belle is another favorite, and I should not 
lie astonished to hear of a bonanza in this 
mine, as well as in Mount Diablo, any day.

The shaft is now down just 
151 feet, and a great deal of the ore will 
average $90 to tho ton. Another excellent 
development is the General Jackson, which 
is located near the Mount Diablo. This 
mine has an incline from the surface nearly 
170 feet of ore-body, from two to four feet 
wide, averaging between ÑS0 and §140 per 
ton. As in the Mount Diablo, the bottom 
of the shaft is in a splendid ore body, and 
changing for the better as the shaft goes 
dow n. There are many mines being devel­ 
oped with perfect satisfaction, and thstyou 
will hear mighty good tilings from in the 
course of a few' months, especially one they 
call Saratoga, which is next to the Mount 
Diablo—my favorite. 
They' have started 
in pretty well for a new sage-brush town— 
twenty-one mines with pay-ore on their 
dumps ; one railroad in process of building 
and another contemplated; a bank (the 
Bank of Candelaria), a newspaper (the True 
Flmure), a postofliee, Wells, Fargo & Co.’s 
express, a number of substantial buildings, 
an increasing population, and a multiplicity 
of other accessories.

To Keep she Hands White. 
“ The hand is essentially the instrument 
of touch,” wrote Balzac in his “ Physi 
ologie du Marriage.” “ The hand having 
alone executed all man has conceived until 
now is, in a certain way, Adion itself. The 
entire amount of our capacity passes 
through it; the hand transmits lile and 
leaves traces of magnetic pow er. Nothing, 
not one of our features can be compared to 
it for the richness of its expression. Iu a 
word, it presents an inexplicable phenome­ 
non, which might be termed the incarna­ 
tion of thought.” These lines should 
suffice to make the marvelous power of a 
beautiful hand well understood, as also the 
fact of the necessity of neglecting nothing 
that might preserve or increase this power 
w hich nothing can replace. The whiteness 
and fineness of the ski:, forms the principal 
beauty of the hand. Put fifty grammes of 
Litter almonds into boiling water, so as to 
he able to take off their skins easily ; let 
them dry, and then pound them in a mor­ 
tar. Pound separately thirty grammes of 
cherry buds, an equal amount of orris root 
and starch. Mix these powders with the 
blanched almonds ; add the yulka of four 
eggs to this and mix it again, wetting this 
paste w ith two hundred grammes of alco­ 
hol and twenty drops of essence of rose or 
any other essence. Warm tills mixture 
overa slow fire, stirring it all the time, for 
tear it should stick to tho vessel. You 
then put this paste in a jar, keeping it in 
a dry place, in order that it may become 
sufficiently dry to be reduced to powder. 
You can use this powder to wash your 
hands, but it is better to employ it dry, 
and to rub the hands with it night and 
morning, which will give the akin all the 
whitene-s and softness that it is possible 
for it to acquire. It can also he used to 
make w rinkles disappear.—[The Parisian. 
"Hints on Kitchen Floors. 
“ Grandmother" gives a little lecture on 
kiichen floors in the liurat New Yorker, 
from which we quote: If you have a 
painted floor, keep soap aud soapsuds off 
ot it, for it spoils the brightness of the 
paint, makes it soft and then it peels off, 
leaving tho floor looking worse than if it 
had not been painted. Wash with clear 
hot water. If your floor has not been 
[minted, keep soap off of it, for it gives 
it a dirty, grimy look, and keeps growing 
worse all the time. Just take clean, hot 
.water, put a teaspoonful of {spirit of am­ 
monia into a three gallon pail of water, stir 
it, and, with a clean, long handled mop, rub 
the floor all over, then wipe it off with 
clean water. It will take a little while to 
get the gray out of the boards, but it will 
come out after a time, and yon will find it 
far easier to keep your floor white and nice 
thin when it was cleaned with soap-suds. 
Another tiling, when you get your floor ail 
washed, if you would ring your mop out 
of the clean water, and go around the room 
and wipe the drips all oil’ the ba“e boards, 
and take a part of the mop and tripe out 
the crevices, you would save a great deal 
of hard work, and back-ache, too. 
U seful Information. 
K notted T id y.—It is pretty and very 
durable. With No. 10 cotton cast on 31 
stitches, 1st row ; knit 15, narrow, knit 
13, make 1, knit 1 ; 2,1 row, purl 15. purl 
2 together, purl 13, make 1, purl 1 ; 3d 
row same as l i t : 4 th row same as 2d ; 5th 
row same as 1st ; Olli row same as 1st; 7th 
row same a3 21, etc., reversing the Oiii 
row so that it will come in ribs. The 
strips may be knit any lengtli desired ac­ 
cording to the size you want your tidy ; 
also, you can vary the number of strips. 
Sew or crochet the strips together and fin­ 
ish with a fringe at both ends. 
M oldy R oom s.—Butter, cream, milk 
and flour are peculiarly liable to absorb 
effluvia, and Bhould therefore never Le 
iu moldy rooms, or placed where there are 
sour liquids, aromatic vegetables, such as 
onions, cabbage and turnips, or smoked 
fish or bacon, or indeed any kind of food 
or,thing of strong odor, lest they lose their 
flavor. But, alas, how much more essen­ 
tial is it that the utmost care be used in 
the prohibition of bedside food and drink 
in the nursery aud sick room, a practice 
fraught with constant danger to the sick 
and of spreading disease to the well. —[The 
Sanitarian. 
P etroleum for Coughs.— D r. Moubre, 
writing to the Oazelte dee Jlopifaux, gives 
bis experience of petroleum capsules in 
simple and chronic bronchitis. Tin's bal­ 
samic had been brought before the Thera­ 
peutic Society by Dr. Blache a year ago, 
at the suggestion of a Paris chemist, who 
named it Gahian oil, in order to prevent 
public prejudice. Each capsule contains 
25 centrigrammes of pure petroleum, the 
ordinary oil nut being used, as it has to be 
distilled in contact with sulphuric acid to 
lender it fit for lighting purposes. At the 
Hospital Beaujon, where these capsules 
have been freely' ordered for chronic bron­ 
chitis, a rapid diminution of the secretion 
and tits of coughing were observed. In 
tuberculosis this medicine gave encourag­ 
ing results. 
Receipts. 
Scram bled E ggs w it h C h e e se.— Grate 
any ordinary sharp cheese, a tabiespoouful 
for every two eggs ; put «orne butter in a 
frying pan, and, when melted, throw' in 
tho cheese, stir for a minute or two until 
the cheese m elts; add the eggs, pepper 
and salt, and mix with a fol k until cooked. 
Tnis is a nice side dish at dinner, or may 
be served at breakfast with fried bacon 
and baked potatoes. 
O a tm e a l P u d d in g .—Take one pound 
liest oatmeal, one quart now milk warmed. 
Stir the oatmeal into the milk and let it 
stand over night. Then butter a basin, put 
in the oatmeal and milk, stir in a tpoon- 
ful of baking-powder, and afterward tie 
over the basin a well-tluured cloth, and 
boil for two hours. If eaten as puddiDg 
proper, serve it with custard sauce, current 
jelly or treacle. If it is to be eaten in the 
place of meat—for good meat it is—use to­ 
mato sauce. 
T h e Q ueen of P u d d in g s.—One pint of 
crumbs to one quart of milk, one cup of 
sugar, the yolks of three eggs beaten, the 
graded rind of a lemon, and a cup of raisin's. 
Bake till done, but not watery. Beat the 
whites of the eggs to a stiff froth, and stir 
in a teacupful of sugar. 
.Spread over this 
a layer of jelly, pour the whites of the eggs 
over the pudding, and replace iu the oven 
to be baked slightly. To be eaten without 
sauce. 
A P retty D ish of A ppl e s.— Take ten 
large apples, boil them till quite soft; 
peel and pulp them, mashing them till 
there are no lumps. Mix in half a pound 
of powdered loaf sugar, aud beat them up 
for half an hour; then beat the whites 
of two eggs with a whisk, and mix with 
the apple ; then mix Avith one half a small 
pot of red currant jelly, and with the other 
any essence or lla\'or which you may ap­ 
prove. Now, if it has been well mixed, 
one portion will be quite pink, and the 
other stiff and white. Then pile them on 
a glass dish, taking a spoonful of each al­ 
ternately. 
E gg S oup.—Put two large teaspoonfuls 
of lard in a pot ; when hot add two of 
flour aud two onions cut up fine ; when the 
flour is brown put as much boiling water 
iu the pot as you desire for soup ; add salt 
and pepper, and let it boil for a short tim e; 
break into the soup tureen five or six eggs; 
beat them up well, and then gradually 
pour in the soup, stirring the egg while 
doing so. Toast two thin slices of bread, 
cut them into small squares, fry' in butter 
and pour into the soup. Before sending to 
table a little vinegar may be added or not, 
as taste dictates. 


I A half dozen Connecticut doctors ob­ 
tained possession of the body of Edwin 
Hoyt, the mnrderer hung at Bridgeport 
recently, for the purpose of making scien­ 
tific experiment-» with a battery. 
An 
electro-galvanic battery was applied to the 
nerve Avhieh governs the muscles of respira­ 
tion. by which process real respiration was 
performed, the lungs alternately inhaling 
aud exhaling air, with a slow regular mo­ 
tion, so strong that breath was ielt dis­ 
tinct ly coming from the month and nose. 
Tho corpse now seemed to be simply a 
person sleeping, except the breath­ 
ing was not so heavy as that of a living 
person would be. 
When the success 
of this experiment had been fully 
demonstrated, the action of the bat­ 
tery Avas otherwise employed. 
The 
muscles of the forearms, upper arms and 
shoulders were cause’d by the electric cur 
rent to contract with a great deal of force, 
causing the arms to double up aud strike 
out in the directions of natural impulsion 
in a very lifelike manner. But the-e 
simulationsof life by the corpse—breathing, 
itriking and waving its arms about—were 
less stai tling than the next effects produced, 
which were upon the muscles of tho face. 
As the electrodes were applitd to exposed 
nerves go\-erning differout sets of muscles, 
the dead man opened bin eyes with a ghast­ 
ly stare, closed them again, rolled the eye­ 
balls in their sockets, moved his eyebrows 
ep with an astonished stare, aud frowned 
savageiy. Then they changed the currents 
so as to excite the muscles of his mouth 
and nose, causing him to twist his nostrils 
with a scornful sneer, compress them, open 
his jaws and shut them with a vicious 
snap, and work his mouth as if he were 
trying to say something. Openings were 
made in the chest and the electric current 
was applied to the heart, but without 
effect. 
That groat muscle had ceased 
working forever, aud not the slightest an­ 
swering throb could be awakened, lii all 
other respects the experiments were re­ 
garded by the physicians as successful, but 
irere was the limit beyond which they might 
cot go in making death a burlesque life. 
After the lapse of an hour and a ¡.all the 
experiment was repeated with equally 
startling results. A dissection of the body- 
showed that the neck was broko-n by the 
drop so that the spinal curd was exposed, 
aud death must have been imlantaneous 
and painless.

We art glnd to see that the local Board 
of EJueation has had the good sense do 
make arrangements for a fair test of the 
Quincy school system, and that the most 
certain method of testing it, naraely by­ 
importing a Quinev teacher, has been 
adopted. 
We have no doubt as to the re­ 
sult of the experiment, 
Tho Quincy sys­ 
tem has only to be known to be preferred, 
for it is emphatically a practical system, 
and it re'll-y educates, which is more than 
can be said without reservation of the.more 
common methods. 
Unfortunately fAs.hicns 
and traditions have governed edvoational 
as well as all other matters in the past, 
and the influence of these fashions and tra­ 
ditions has been quite strikingly exhibited 
during the recent educational flurry in this 
city. 
It ha» for some time been a super­ 
stition that the study of arithmetic w as of 
the iirst importance, and the desire that 
tins branch of instruction should be fully 
attended to has fed to the growth of a 
slavish deference for arithmetic of itself, 
without any raí«i-tuce to its practical use. 
As a result teachers have come to regard 
brilliant tricks of fence—“ sclioulmasjter- 
isH-s,” as tneyare called in the profession— 
as the aim of instruction, and the public 
have followed tho lead with characteristic 
thoughtlessness. 
There ie always danger 
that 
the 
ultimate 
purpose 
of 
educa­ 
tion 
will 
be 
lost sight of, and that 
the ceremonial wiil come to dominate, 
a3 it has so universally 
done 
in re­ 
ligion. 
Indeed, this tendency has been 
the bane of all educational policies iu 
all 
ages 
and 
countries, 
and 
it is 
only within 
a 
few 
years 
that auy 
determined, general, or enlightened effort 
has been made to substitute practical for 
unpractical education. 
A common cant 
phrase among the old-fashioned educators 
has always been the value of unpractical 
studies for mental discipline. 
This has 
been alleged invariably as an excuse for 
devoting the most precious years to the ac­ 
quisition of the most useless knowledge. 
The extravagant regard for the classics of 
Greece and Rome which unquestionably 
has operated more than any other cause to 
retard intellectual progress, to foster a 
narrow and mischievous conceit of learning, 
and to distort the general view as to what 
constituted desirable instruction, is di­ 
rectly in point. 
But it ia quite possible to 
employ other studies as harmfully as the 
dead languages iiave been employed, and 
if the old shibboleth of aids to mental dis­ 
cipline be brought iu support of the wrongs 
quite as much stagnation may be produced 
by arithmetic or grammar as by the clas­ 
sics. 
We do not hesitate to say that the 
amount of time bestowed upon grammar 
and arithmetic in the schools at present is 
out of all proportion to their usefulness. 
At least half the arithmetic taught is never 
in any way from tho tiino the 
school career is closed, and as for grammar, 
nobody ever learned to speak, wriie or 
compose accurately from the study of a 
text book. 
Years are in fact thrown away 
in the acquisition 
of dry and fcarren 
forms, which ought to have been utilized 
for the conveyance of rtal practical knowl­ 
edge. 
Arithmetic is no doubt necessary 
to an educational course, hut it is not the 
one great purpose of education, and too 
much of it may very easily be taught, 
it 
should be sought to teach children thcout- 
line8, at least, of the history of the human 
race ; the physical structure, first of the 
earth they inhabit, second of the bodies 
they exist through. 
The language of this 
country should be made familiar to them 
through its best literature, and thus taste 
and judgment would 
be 
foro'ed 
and 
strengthened at the same time that knowl­ 
edge is imparted. 
One 
of the 
most 
fatal mistakes of tho whole educational 
system is the theory of text-book compila­ 
tion. 
It seems to be thought indis­ 
pensable that every iota of attractiveness 
should bo carefully eliminated from those 
works, and that the information should be 
conveyed in the hardest, driest, most ugly 
and repeliant manner. 
When books are 
made on the same principle for adult read­ 
ers they are at once rejected. 
The world 
will not look at your Dryasdusts, but 
consigns them to the lumber-room or the 
pulp makers. 
But 
it is nevertheless 
thought necessary that children, whose in­ 
tellects are even moro delicate and fas­ 
tidious than those of grown people, should 
have their know ledge imparted in the least 
savory and appetising way. 


practical stagnation, of intellectual matters 
from decade to ¿ Ccade. 
It Í3, however, a 
great step iwward to have come to a reali­ 
zation of t ie need of educational reform, 
and the Quincy system is certainly the 
best yet devised for introducing better 
things. 
It, however, does not alone suf- 
fw-e to give our system the force it livcl*. 
The Quincy methods are concerned rather 
with the handling of the tools than with 
the selection of them, and it is the latter 
whioh is the most important consider­ 
ation. 
What is needed is to distinguish 
clearly between practical and unpractical 
education, and*to separate the one from 
the other. 
Unpractical education is that 
which docs not lead to anything ; which 
merely burdens the mind with formulas 
never to be required again ; which opens no 
patii to future acquisitions; which rather 
instills a distaste for knowledge by its 
own insipidity; which is away from the 
interests and aims of real life, and has no 
bearing upon human events.

Practical education on the other hand is 
that which leads to further knowledge ; 
which implants an interest in and thirst 
for more 
information ; 
which 
teaches 
concerning 
matters 
of 
constant 
and 
direct 
interest ; 
which 
enlarges 
the 
perception 
of 
the 
general 
order 
of 
nature; 
which 
gives 
just 
ideas 
of man’s place in the universe; which 
teaches how to 
use the capacities in 
acquiring all necessary knowledge, and by 
making learning agreeable recommends it 
to the young. 
This is the aim and object 
of the Quincy method, and its real value 
consists in the fact . that whatever it 
teaches is of practical utility, and it is so 
taught as to be remembered. 
Of course 
even under the Quincy method it is quite 
possible to give bad instruction, but the 
temptation to it is les3, and the facilities 
for rational teaching are greater. The new 
Constitution has raised the most serious ob­ 
stacles to school reform of auy kind, how­ 
ever. 
That most abominable instrument 
has disorganized and demoralized the en­ 
tire syst'm. 
It has given the selection oí 
text books into incompetent hands, and it 
has made their decisions binding for four 
years. 
The probability tiiat local fchool 
boards will be capable of making intelli­ 
gent selections is very slight. 
It may hap­ 
pen, but it is extremely-unlikely to do so 
As a result tiie book agents have a far 
greater influence than they had before, 
and practically these agents are permitted 
to determine what our children shall learn 
for the ensuing four years. Before any radi­ 
cal improvement cai^ bo effected this plan 
will have to be abolished. 
In fact the 
whole educational article in the new Con­ 
stitution is so objectionable that it mast be 
radically amended or altogether eliminated. 
Meantime all that can be done is to en­ 
courage the introduction of the Quincy 
method of teaching, and to prepare the 
public for more extensive and radical re­ 
forms in the educational scheme. In order 
to do this parmte must be aoenstomed to 
a(k themselves seriously what it is that 
their children bring away when they leave 
the public schools. It is not to be expected 
that those parents who know less than 
their children will he able to reflect to 
much profit upon this question, but there 
are 
many 
intelligent 
ami 
cultivated 
minds which must perceive the importance 
of the inquiry, and w hich will realize the 
hollowness and deficiency of the present 
system directly they begin to apply prac­ 
tical i f its for themselves. 
The desire of 
all public-spirited and patriutic men and 
women must be to strengthen instead of 
weaken the public schools, but the way 
to do this is to reform their defocts, and 
thu3 afford opportunity for making them 
bettor. 
At present the puhlio mind is ap­ 
proaching the conviction that education, 
as now pursued, fails to educate. 
If that 
is the case we must endeavor to remedy 
the ovil, and the first step towards reform 
consists in ascertaining clearly wherein the 
fault eonsiets. 


THE 
CINCINNATI 
RIDDLE. 


The country is getting interested in tho 
approaching struggle at Cincinnati, and 
none the less so because the outcome is 
more than usually obscure. 
The most re­ 
markable circumstance thus far is the 
hopeltis disagreement among the leading 
Democratic politicians in regard to the 
prospects. 
No two of them seem to think 
alike, and tho various "boom s” are Ixing 
handled iu a confused aud confusing man­ 
ner, calculated to deepen tho genera! im­ 
pression 
of 
bewilderment. 
Tilden 
is 
represented as withholding his final de­ 
termination even from his most intímate 
friends. 
They goto Cincinnati apparently 
unce:tain whether their leader will be a 
candidate or not. 
Those who are best 
acquainted with Tilden nevertheless enter­ 
tain no doubt as to his candidature. 
It is 
sufficiently evident that he thinks he has a 
lien upon the nomination, and that having 
formed this conclusion long ago ho is very 
unlikely to change it. 
It is probable that 
ho looks upon himself as being so differ­ 
ently situated from all other candidates 
that he could not relinquish his claim* to 
arynne. 
It nfay therefore be expected that 
ho will make the most resolute fUht in 


It is evident that the nomination of Mr. 
Seymour would not necessarily be a good 
one for the Democrats. 
The Greenback 
opposition to Seymour in Indiana, and vos- 
sibly in New York, would be sufficient to 
defeat him. 
To conciliate the soft-money 
element a candidate of bad financial record 
would have to be put lip ; such a man as 
Hendricks, for example. 
Perhaps Thur­ 
man might win the votes of the Green- 
backers, for his linancial views have been 
sufficiently heretical, but then a soft- 
money candidate would as certainly antag­ 
onize all the liard-monéy elements in the 
party, and they can still less be disregarded 
than the others. 
This 
dilemma may 
compel the Democrats to look for some­

money localities. 
There are very few, if 
any, of the candidates now in the field 
who have not at some time committed 
themselves on the currency issue, and the 
fact that the Greenbackers will be a factor 
in several important States this fall renders 
it absolutely necessary that they should be 
conciliated if possible. 
The Democrats 
have two plans before them. 
One is to 
try to make the 50 votes they are sup­ 
posed to need 
by capturing the soft- 
money votes in soft-money -States; and 
the other is to make the fight altogether 
in 
hard-mouey States, on 
liard-money 
principles. 
Tiieir difficulty consists in 
the circumstance that they cannot be sure 
of avoiding a Greenback opposition or a 
liard-money opposition anywhere, the cur­ 
rency issue having divided communities 
without any regard to party linos, and in 
such a way that it is impracticable to sep­ 
arate the elements at all systematically. 
The Convention may therefore in the end 
be driven to abandon all attempts of this 
kind, and be obliged to take up eome can­ 
didate without reference to his financial 
position. 
This shows, however, that the 
campaign is destined to he a very embar­ 
rassing one for the Democrats, and that 
they cannot count npon any Northern 
State with confidence, no matter who they 
nominate.

The war between Chile and Peru and 
Bolivia appears to be approaching a termin­ 
ation through the inability of the Peruvians 
to maintain hostilities much longer. 
Jt is 
not a little ron arkaide that this fierce and 
disastrous struggle has been permitted to 
proceed so long a time without any effort 
being made by the Government of the 
United States to bring about an ai’: 
t- 
ment of the matters in dispute. The states 
now at war have already almost exhausted 


0110 another, and the probabilities are that 
when peace is made they will both be 
exposed to those internal convulsions which 
always menace the South American Gov­ 
ernments during periods of abnormal diffi­ 
culty or excitement. 
Apart from all sen­ 
timental considerations, it must be the 
interest of the United States that these 
petty powers should be at peace, and not 
at war. 
Kor while they are at peace they 
progress, and develop their resources, and 
extend their commerce, and are generally 
good customers of ours. 
Whereas war in­ 
terrupts all trade, renders payments un­ 
certain, jeopardizes past obligations, and 
tends to stagnation and retrogression gen­ 
erally. 
The 
position 
of the 
United 
States 
as 
tho 
dominant 
power 
in 
North America, moreover, imposes npon 
them certain international 
responsibili­ 
ties which cannot be lost sight of. 
Our 
Government is naturally and necessarily 
the arbiter in all disputes arising on either 
of t'neee continents, and it ought never to 
derogate from this position nor seek to 
evade its duties in the premises. 
There is 
reason to believe that the South American 
war might havo been terminated sometime 
ago bad the Washington Government ex- 
ertel itself vigorously to open negotia­ 
tions. 
Such a policy of isolation as onr 
indifference in this caHe seems to indicate 
is both narrow and dangerous. 
It is }>os- 
ei bio that we may be able to bold aloof 
from the concerns of Europe, but we can 
never hope to maintain such a policy in 
regard to the inhabitants of these conti­ 
nents. 
The Americas are inevitably the 
diplomatic field of the United States, and 
they ought never to relinquish their con­ 
trol over that field. 
It is indeed jiostihle 
that tho Administration may have bem 
restrained from intervening iu this case 
through a consciousness »f tho impotence

Tho European Powers are holding a 
conferenoe at Berlin to readjust the Greek 
boundary. 
That is the ostbneible pnrpose 
of the meeting. 
The real one is to give 
Greece a portion of the Ottoman Empire, 
perhaps as a reward for .the course taken 
by the Greeks when Turkey was in her 
death-struggle with Russia. 
At that time 
the Greeks 
suddenly became valorous, 
after their peculiar fashion, and undertook 
to steal in upon the rear of the Porte, and 
do some plundering and murder. 
Even 
then, however, the first motion towards 
self-defense made by tho desperate Otto­ 
mans sufficed to send tho cowardly Greeks 
scampering, aud the Powers found it nec­ 
essary to suppress the attempt at invasion. 
Now, however, it 
is 
being 
discussed 
whether the moribund condition of Turkey 
does not demand a premature administra­ 
tion of her effects, and the anti-Russian 
elements are bringing forward the claims of 
Greece as a means of anticipating any Mus­ 
covite stratagem 
for aequiring a hold 
upon Rounelia. 
It is alleged that as a 
counter-stroke the Russian diplomatists 
arc inviting the Porte to take up arms 


a'ga’nst Greece, and as the Sultan really has 
little or nothing to jeopardize, it seems 
finite probable that he will resist any at­ 
tempt to extend the Grecian frontier with 
all the means at his command. ' The state­ 
ment that-the Porte contemplated armed 
resistance to atl Europe no doubt had its 
origin in this hostile movement against 
Greece. 
The Porte, in Tact, appears to 
have taken special pains to intimate that 
it has no intention of resisting any reason­ 
able representations on the part of the 
Powers, but the inference is justified that 
it will not hold its hand if Greece attempts 
to seize Turkish territory. 
The King of 
Greece has recently been visiting France 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
sounding 
the 
Government. 
He 
seeks 
a 
military 
contingent, 
but 
it 
is 
not 
at 
all 
likely 
that 
he 
will 
obtain 
it, 
for 
French statesmen knew too well that he 
who interferes with the Eastern Question 
is always liable to find hiui3elf entangled iu 
the most serious complications, and more­ 
over in this case it is to be seen whether 
Germany is 
for or against the Greek 
programme. 
It was originally the English 
planto bring Greece forward in this way, 
but nobody can tell whether Gladstone in­ 
tends to go on with the undertaking, and 
still less can it be perceived whether the 
other Powers are prepared to assume the 
almost inevitable consequences of backing 
Greece in such an invasion. 
That it is tho 
beginning of the end as regards the frag­ 
ments of the Ottoman Empire, is clear 
enough, but it is not by any means certain 
that the policy now proposed can be car­ 
ried out without involving a war of for­ 
midable implications. 


29 third-rates six are laid up in ordinary 
and “ should be sold,” two are “ auti- 
“ quated paddle-wheel steamers of obsolete 
“ type,” and none of them “ would do us 
“ great credit in time of war.” 
There are 
five fourth-rates, none of which are of

SHAM MEDICAL COLLEGES. 


A piece of good news comes from Phila­ 
delphia. 
It is to the effect that a success- 
fu1 descent has recently been made upon 
the sham medical colleges which have so 
long infested and disgraced that city, and 
which have sent broadcast over the world 
diplomas furnishing the most dangerous 
equipment to the.worst class of quacks liv­ 
ing. 
Through one of those peculiar de­ 
tects in the law which from time to time 
are revealed to bewilder and perplex the 
lay observer, these Philadelphia rascals had 
escaped several previous attempts at pros­ 
ecution, and becoming emboldened by im­ 
punity had pursued their nefarious busi­ 
ness in a very open and impudent way. 
It was finally through the public spirit of 
a newspaper, tho Philadelphia Record, 
that the arrests were made. 
That journal 
six months ago called the attention of 
the Attorney-General to the frauds, bnt it 
was alleged that that official had no funds 
with which to prosecute. 
Upon this the 
Record offered to advance the funds to the 
Commonwealth, upon promise of reim­ 
bursement by the State Legislature, and 
the proceedings commenced. 
Tho Record 
has done nearly all the necessary work, 
having through its city editor succeeded 
iu getting evidence of the sale of forty- 
three diplomas to various persons. 
The 
city editor hini3elf obt ained three medical 
diplomas, one in English from the Eclectic 
Medical College of Philadelphia, one in 
English from the American University of 
Philadelphia, and another from the Na­ 
tional F.clectic Medicai Association. 
So 
accommodating was the last named con­ 
cern that, though it was only organized in 
1S79, it dated its diploma to the reporter 
as far back as 1878. 
All these bogus di­ 
plomas purported to show that the holder 
of them had studied medicine for three 
years, had attended t.vo full courses of 
lectures, and had passed a satisfactory 
examination in each of the seven branches 
of medicine. 
Having further succeeded 
iu buying five other diplomas for £150, the 
Record concluded that enough evidence 
had been accumulated, and accordingly 
the arrest of John Buchanan, Dean of the 
American University of Philadelphia and 
the Eclectic Medical College of Pennsyl­ 
vania, and President of the National Ec­ 
lectic Medical Association, was effected, 
together with that of two of the bogus 
Faculty. • It is expected that five fraudu­ 
lent medical colleges of the most infamous 
character will bo broken up by this prose­ 
cution. 
A thorough ventilation of the 
names of the pretended colleges that sell 
diplomas will in any case have a very de­ 
pressing effect upon the business. 
It is 
indeed amazing that the people of Penn­ 
sylvania have so long permitted this vil­ 
lainous traffic to bo carried on in their 
midst, for it has never been a secret that 
these colleges were fraudulent, ar,d that 
they were at all times willing to supply 
any quack with a diploma for a few dollars. 
They have, in fact, been licensing mur­ 
derers for years, and the moral and con­ 
scientious Philadelphians have looked on 
coolly and offered no protest against trie 
infamous business. 
We are, however, glad 
that after all a newspaper has come to the 
front and fairly shamed and driven the re­ 
luctant authorities into the performance of 
their duties, and w e hopo that the scoun­ 
drel* who have boon carrying on the sale 
of diplomas w ill get heavy sentences, seeing 
that the Bconudrels who bought these di­ 
plomas are unfortunately beyond the rea ;h 
of the law. 


CONDITION 
OF 
THE 
UNI i ED 
STATES 
NAVY. 


It is certaiuly time the state of the 
United States navy Was appreciated by 
tho public, for if any occasion should arise 
demanding the vindication of our national 
honor against some powerful maritime 
government, it is clear that it would as 
things stand be quite impossible to effect 
anything. 
A recent report of a House 
Committee informs tho country that the 
navy consists in all of one hundred and 
two vessels, though a cumber of them have 
no title to the name of war vaseels, aud 
have evidently been smuggled on the reg­ 
ister for no other purpose than to swell 
the list. 
For example, there 
aro 27 
tug*, nine of 
which aro described as 
“ utterly useless." 
W e next come 
to 
22 
sailing 
ships, 
the 
comments 
on 
which are “ rotting,” " unfinished,” “ ut- 
“ tcrly worthless,” and so forth. There are 
five fir*t-rate steam vessels, but not one of 
them is in service. 
Those w hich are used 
at all are employed as training or receiv­ 
ing ships, and one of them is “ in a ruinous 
“ condition,” aud “ worthless for any pur- 
“ poses as a ship.” 
There aro 27 second- 
rates. 
Of these we learn that three are 
“ unfinished, rotten and worthless,” 3even 
are laid up in ordinary, and probably 
“ unworthy of repair ;” one has “ for many 
“ years rotted at her moorings,” one is 
“ worn out,” two are “ too rotten to be re- 
“ pairod,” another “ has been condemned,” 
and still another is unfinished “ because 
“ not worth putting the engines in,” 
Of 


expected that the rulers w ill manifest any 
desire for a change.

continue to do so until they acquire a bet­ 
ter apprehension both of their own power 
and their own interests.

T hey w ere batched betw een sunset of 
th e 11th in sta n t and sunrise of the 12:h, ar.d 
a t once shipped in the forenoon of the sam e 
day, reaching here in a littio less th a n six 
days.

CRIM ES 
IN 
FRANCE. 


A singular and interesting table of sta­ 
tistics has just been published in Paris. 
The budget of French crime lias been 
brought out, and the political economy of 
punishment supplied with a fresli install­ 
ment of facts and figures. 
A criminal 
budget extending over live years supplies 
us with a rough average from which we 
may make our own deductions. The Chan­ 
cellor of this criminal exchequer points to 
his budget with pride, and, like other 
dealers in figures and tables, is anxious to 
show that there is no cause for alarm ar 
despondency. 
The population of France 
may be roughly stated at about 37,000,000, 
and the annual average crop murders is 
about 200, of infanticides about 190, and 
of unjustifiable homicides about 123. 
It is 
curious to find how very little variation 
there is in the annual harvest of crime. 
Thus, in the gravest charge, 230 was the 
greatest return of murders, and 195 the 
least, and there is the same equality of 
proportion in the other categories. 
The 
return gives emphasis to this fact as ex­ 
plaining the siugular circumstance that in 
the course of five years there was almost 
the same number of capital sentences car­ 
ried out. 
A t the last census the popula­ 
tion of Great Britain amounted to 33,500,­ 
000, but the number of murders was by no 
means so uniform. 
It would be a consola­ 
tion for a Frenchman to know that only 
one in a million of his fellow countrymen 
is guillotined, were it not that “ extenuat­ 
ing circumstances” leave a wide margin of 
doubt.— [London News.

Howells, the father of Dr. May Howells, 
of this city. 
The family of the Howells 
are all somewhat remarked fur invincible 
energy of puipoae. 
Iu W. H. -Howells, of 
tiie Atlantic Monthly, this energy becamo 
the motive power of literary work. 
Iu Dr. 
Huwells, of Hamilton, and his daughter, 
Miss May, one of the lady physicians here, 
it has impeded into professional life. 
Tw o 
other cousins, M ssea Emma aud Corinne 
Howells, are teachers in the public schools 
of St. Louis, and very superior teachers 
these young ladies are. 
Alter finishing a 
school course, Miss R iley went to her 
home iu Hainritoo* and, like Clara Y eie de 
Vtre, felt time hang heavily ou her hands. 
There was absolutely nothing for her tuat 
w as worth doing. 
“ 1 think it is the worst thing in the 
world for a girl to have nothing to do,” re­ 
marked Miss R iley, “ and I began to grow 
uneasy over it. 
The most that 1 attempted 
was to read novels.” 
And entertaining as 
this may be, the young lady found she 
could haraiy make it a serious business of 
lite. 
One day her father asked her if she 
would nut like to study dentistry, 
¡¿he 
caught at the idea eagerly. 
“ I went into it w ith ail manner of en­ 
thusiasm,” said Miss Riley, “ and 1 think 
it is a beautiful work.”’ 
One couid not but think of horrible 
clamps and instruments of torture, but evi­ 
dently these had no part in the young 
lady’s visions. 
After studying at Hamil­ 
ton under Dr. H ow ells site came to the 
Ohio Dental College, on College street, and 
took the course, setting up herself as a 
professional dentist only last month. 
The 
pleasant parlor, w ith its bay window, its 
book-ease, writing table and easy chairs, is 
more suggestive of a lady’s room than of 
an oflice, save for the g n a t dental chair 
that tells its ow-u story. 
“ Do you find that you have the strength 
to pull teeth ?” was inquired. 
“ Yes, if.necessary," she replied, “ but 
really it is very seldom that it is necessary. 
Dental science has discovered so many 
ways that are better, and we restore the 
imperfect tooth rather than extract it.” 
Miss Riiey spoke with appreciation of 
the kindness of experienced dentists who 
are located in that vicinity, to her, and 
that iu any case of indecision or of unusual 
intricacy she could turn to them for any 
counsel aud aid. 
N ext year Mis3 Riley intends to enter 
upon a thorough medical course, not w ith 
a view of relinquishing dentistry a3 a pro­ 
fession, hut of perfecting it. 
She believes 
the general state of the system so closely 
affects all dental operations that all under­ 
standing of it is essential to the best suc­ 
cess in her chosen profession, iu which she 
is an enthusiast. 
It is the women who quietly go to work, 
and do their work well, who are proving 
the possibilities of won aaly work. 
One 
such practical demonstration is worth a 
dozen platform lecturers that grow elo­ 
quent over “ the cause.” And yet, looking 
backward and over the noble women e-f 
the lecture field, cue cannot speak lightly 
of them. 
W een M iss 8u?an B. Anthony 
was in Chicago, about to address a large 
audience some time ago, Mrs. Sullivan, of 
the Chicago T i m 
was invited to present 
Mi=s Anthony to the audience. 
Mrs. Sul­ 
livan-replied that she could not, as she was 
n o ta pronounced believer in suffrage. 
It 
was a subject she held in reserve, as an 
important one, but regarding which she 
had no fixed convictions. 
The committee 
said that for that very reason they wanted 
her to introduce Miss Anthony. 
To which 
Mrs. Suldvan replied that it would give 
her great pleasure to do so, and in the in­ 
troductory words she said that here—in 
Miss Anthony—was the woman whose 
brave words and fearless energy had pio­ 
neered the way and made special work 
possible to the women who came after her. 
Specialties in life are now fashionable, 
to use a weak word where one might use a 
stronger. 
Women who are not working 
for a living still work for its own sake, and 
find, after all, that it is well to get work, 
and better than wliat they work to get.

THE PRINTING OFFICE.

late brother, measuring less than 40 inches 
in bight.

A very fair idea of the issues involved in 
Prince Bismark’s latest raid upon the Ger­ 
man free ports may be gathered from an 
inquiry into the relative prosperity of 
those places which are atill enjoying tho 
advantages of free trade and those which 
are included in the German zolivercin. 
Taking Brtmen for an example, it will lie 
found that, whereas iu that contented lit­ 
tle place the prices for foreign products 
rule at pretty much the same rate as they 
do in England, the inhabitants of Olden­ 
burg, scarcely half an hour distant, are al- 
moBt strangers to the advantage of enjoy­ 
ing articles not produced in Germany at 
anything approaching a reasonable price. 
Cotton goods, sugar, tea and coffte are 
there charged at nearly three times the 
amount asked for them in the free town ; 
such fruits as raisins, figs and almonds— 
the latter a very important ingredient in 
many a German confection—are almost too 
dear for common people to purchase; 
while tobacco, almost a necessary to the 
Teuton, is quadrupled in value directly it 
enters the customs union. 
As a result the 
inhabitants of Oldenburg are almost uni­ 
formly poor, while their brethren of Bre­ 
men are rich. 
Operatic performances and 
other expensive delights, unknown in tho 
first-named place, are common in the lat­ 
ter. 
The unhappy people who have the 
misfortune to he under imperial taxation 
regard their more lucky neighbors with the 
profoundcst envy, and sorrowfully compare 
their superior lot with their own. 
Very 
naturally, those who boast the advantages, 
therefore, of living in a free town are anx­ 
ious that no step should be taken toward 
depriving them of their good fortune.

One Class of Men who w ere Never Known 
to B a tray Professional Confidence. 
(London P rinter and Stationer ] 
Printers have never, we think, received 
due appreciation for the honorable confi­ 
dence w hich they have preserved in regard 
to the secrets with which they have neces­ 
sarily been intrusted. 
Such a case as this 
often happens. 
An article in a newspaper 
or magazine makes what is called a “ sensa­ 
tion.” 
It is entirely anonymous, and pub­ 
lic curiosity is excited to tho utmost to 
discover the name of its author. 
Th?: 
writer may be a cabinet minister, a high 
official, a courtier, or any of the thousand 
and one persons who, if he were suspected 
of writing for the press, would at once lose 
his position, h's uffice—pet haps his reputa­ 
tion. 
Ou the other hand, the writer may 
be a straggling author, a hard-working 
journalist, or a mere literary amateur. 
In 
any 
case his secret is preserved ; his 
anonymity is safe as lung as it is confined 
to the printers. 
Some years ago there was a gloat stir 
made about a book entitled “ Ecce Hom o.” 
I l was a clever work, and had an unexam­ 
pled success. 
“ W ho is the author t” was 
the question on everybody's lips. 
Some 
Bcores of ptrso-is were named, and they 
repudiated their participation in it. 
All 
suits of conj c tim s were hazarded, and no 
doubt iargc sums would have been paid by 
several conductors of journals for authentic 
information as to the name of the author. 
'> et that name was known to a master 
printer, his overseer, aud at least some of 
the compositors, but it was never revealed. 
W hen the name was published, it was not 
through the instrumentality of the printers, 
but entirely independent of them. 
They 
had faithfully kept their secret. 
Going hack a few years, the authorship 
of the “ W averly N ovels" may he referred 
to as a remarkable incident of littraiy his­ 
tory. 
Sir W alter Scott’s authorship, al­ 
though known by tw enty persons, was so 
well coueealed that the great novelist 
could not, even in ids uiatclilcss vocabu­ 
lary, find words of praise sufficient to ex­ 
press tiie sense of his grateful acknowledg­ 
m ent and wondering admiration for the 
matchless fidelity with which the mystery 
has been preserved. 
There is another species of secrecy -that 
relating to the careful supervision of confi­ 
dential public doouiucr.-s, Looks printed 
for secret societies, and the authorship of 
articles or pamphlets, as already referred 
to, which lias been most honorably main­ 
tained. 
W hen treaties are prematurely 
published in newspapers the copy is ob­ 
tained from some leaky or venal official, 
and not from any of the printers who set 
up or work off the original. 
A case of 
this kind occurred a year or two ago, 
wherein a convention between this country 
and another power was revealed to one of 
the evening newspapers. 
In the foreign 
oflice, at W hitehall, there is a regular statf 
of printers always at work, and if these 
men liked they might let out secrets of the 
most momentous kind, any one of which 
would, perhaps, in these days of journal­ 
istic competition, Le worth a few hundred 
pounds. 
But such a dereliction of duty 
has never yet occurred ; it was a clerk, aud 
not a compositor, who betrayed his trust. 
M ost honorable to the profession is the 
story of Harding, the printer, who bravely 
bore imprisonment rather than reveal the 
authorshi.i of the celebrated “ D rapier” 
letters. 
Tiie printer sat in hi3 cell calmly 
refusing the entreaties of his friends to 
divulge* the name of the writer, Dean 
Sw ift, a church magnate, aud a great wit, 
who dressed himself iu the disguise of a 
low Irisli peasant, and sat by, lioteniflg to 
the nuble refusal and the tender importu­ 
nities, only anxious that no word or glauco 
from the unfortunate printer should reveal 
the secret. 
Sw ift was bent solely upon 
securing his own safety at the expense of 
the printer; he cowered before tire legal 
danger which Harding, boldly confronted. 
The world has unequally allotted the meed 
of fame to the two combatants. 
The wit 
aud the printer both fought the battle for 
the liberty of the prcts, until the sense of 
an outraged community released tho typog­ 
rapher from the peril so nobly encountered. 
In thousands of other instances- similar 
fidelity has been exhibited. 
In short, it is 
part of the professional honor of a printer 
not to disclose, either wantonly or from 
venal m otives, the secrets of any otfice in 
which lie is employed. 
There is aL?o the allegience which print­ 
ers pay to their chief, in not divulging 
important intelligence. 
In some cases a 
compositor is necessarily intrusted with 
ar. item of news which would be negotiable 
immediately, and worth pounds to him. 
Seldom or ever is there a betrayal of trust 
in this way. 
The examination papers, 
printed so extensively in Loudon, are of 
the most tremendous importance to certain 
classes, who would pay almost any sum to 
obtain the roughest proof the night before. 
An instance of this kind occurred quite 
recently. 
A printer was “ got a t,” and 
promised a considerable amount of money 
for a rough proof. 
W hat was I1Í3 course 
of action ? 
He simply informed the author­ 
ities, and the tempter was punished. 
It 
was another and a creditable example of 
how well and honorably kept are the se­ 
crets of the printing oflice.

E lectro-D epo sitio n as a S ubstitute 


for C astin g.— W e find, iu London A'ntvre, 
an interesting referer.ee to the process of 
electro-deposition lately referred to iu this 
department of the Journal, and which, in 
the hands of an electro metallurgical com­ 
pany of Brussels, promises to become a 
practical substitute for casting in the pro­ 
duction of bronze statuary. 
Our contem­ 
porary confirms our previous statem ent 
that this company had succeeded in pro­ 
ducing a colossal statue of Vau Eyck by 
the deposition of copper electrically upon 
the clay model. 
The same authority no­ 
tices a simple procedure by which the pro­ 
duction of bronzes on a small scale may 
readily be carried out. 
Take any plaster 
figure or group, boil in stearine, then coat 
well with black-lead, and place in the cop­ 
per bath as in ordinary electrotypiug. 
Attach a very weak battery, and deposit 
very slow ly a thin coating of copper. 
Then remove from tiie bath and bake in an 
oven until the plaster model shakes out iu 
dust. 
There remains notv only a thin 
copper shell of the model. 
Varnish this 
on the outside, to prevent further deposi­ 
tion there, and replace in the bath, with a 
much stronger battery- power. 
The copper 
will now deposit on the inside, and when 
the same becomes thick enough, the pro* 
cess is finished.—[Engineering Journal. 


F ob F owls.—T he “ Douglas mixture "for 
fowls when sick, and which has been here­ 
tofore referred to, consists of half a pound of 
sulphate of iron and one ounce of sulphuric 
acid dissolved in two gallons of water, and is 
added in proportion of a teaspoouful to each 
pint of water in the drinkiDg fountain,

ner to explain how he treated a patient 
who had died under his hands.
